Is of vast importanee to th* United 
State*, altogether apart from what 
is gained by long-distressed Ireland 
and from England's relief from dis- 
turbance. Brought to America toy 
emigrants from Erin and tenaciously 
clung to by them from the beginning, 
the Irish question has been a live 
and increasingly potent factor In 
American politics. From time out 
of mind in every political campaign 
politicians have not hesitated to 
twist the lion's tall merely with an 
eye on th* Irish vote and In com-

consequence*, 


such as Irritation In Great Britain, 
our best cnstomer, and openly ex- 
pressed Ill-will In Canada, our neat 
best easterner.- WKh this long- 
standing source of friction removed, 
there should follow an era of much 
better feeling and expansion of mut- 
ually prosperous trad* relatfoas with 
both England and her great damtn- 
iom te the north *f us. 


Th* IriJh settlement win undonMr 


edly extend Its blessings to America, 
but entirely satisfactory resalts can 
hardly he expected Immediately In 
Ireland, England or th* United 
States. It I* predicted that a type of 
Irish agitator, finding hi* occupation 
gone, will labor to repossess himself 
of It at least la part. The sam^may 
be said of the American politician 
who' ha* thrived on an animosity U 
is te hi* pontleal advantage to keep 
alive. Even granting the settlement 
to be satisfactory and likely to stand i 
the test of time, no reflecting ob-' 
server can b* reasonably confident 
that th* last has been heard of the 
Irish question either on tab or the 
other side of the Atlantic.
